pret-ent, with the exception of M. P. 
Ash brook, who was out of town. 
Mayor Barues occupied the chair andr 
in calling the council to order briefly 
explained the object of the meeting. 
The mayor said that he had consult- 
ed a Xewark attorney regarding the 
matter and that he had advised that 
council make application for an in- 
junction to restrain the gas company 
from 
collecting the increased rate

Here is an item that will interest 


the rural school teachers: 


''During the closing days of the 
last general assembly A law was pass- 
ed which is important to teachers in 
the rural schools throughout the 
state, but which has generally been 
overlooked. It authorizes township 
district boards of education to pay 
teachers monthly upon presentation 
to the. clerk of the 
director of the 


sub-district in which the teacher is 
employed, stating that services hare 
been rendered and the salary is due. 
All that is further required under the 
new law is that the board shall pass 
a resolution authorizing the clerk to 
issue warrants for the payment of 
all 
teachers' salaries within the 


board's jurisdiction on the presenta- 
tion of such certificate. 
This is a 


sensible law. Teachers in our 
city 
schools are paid every month. Why 
should not teachers in the 
country 
schools be likewise paid, instead of 
waiting until the end of the term?''
